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You will be pleased to hear that training is 
straight forward, effective, and progressive 
so long as you are applying the correct 
knowledge, and techniques. Equally, with 
the correct direction and attention to detail 
you can step up your gym session. As an 
Elite magazine reader you will be in my 
specialist care, how does that sound? 

Women have a tendency to initially steer 
clear of weights as they concern themselves 
with the possibility of developing masculine 
muscularity, which is far from realistic, and 
little do they realise it will have quite the 
opposite effect. While Men however often 
attempt to lift far too heavy immediately, 
without slowly introducing the heavier 
weights - which most often causes injury and 
inconsistency in the training programme. 
Both of these common mistakes i would 
anticipate anyway from a new gym member. 

So how do i know what training programme 
i should partake in? 

A training programme is revised around 
your individual requirements and goals, 
consisting of a variety of exercises most 
suitable, which are monitored and adaptable. 
Obviously if we have one person looking 
to loose weight, and one person looking 
to make gains - the programmes would be 
considerably different. 

Firstly you need to question your reasoning 
for training, and what both your long 
and short term goals would be. Secondly 
your current nutritional habits (one 
week nutrition log). Medical background 
considerations must be determined. 


Alongside these aspects, and on completion 
of a basic questionnaire -1 would develop a 
plan based on all of these aspects, providing 
both a nutritional and training programme. 

It is highly advisable that when you are 
considering a training programme that you 
are directed by a personal trainer, as we can 
consistently monitor your progress, and are 
concerned for your best health interests. 

When I worked in the gym previously there 
was a common problem among members, it 
went along the lines of this statement. 

Gym Member: 'I have been training 
consistently, but have no results, nor is my 
body getting used to this.' 

If your goal is to change, acceptance of 
change in your lifestyle, and comfort 
zones is to be expected. We need to take a 
closer look at several things here.. Such as 
aspects of lifestyle, recognising training 
types, and frequency. What needs to 
change? Often i find people who are not 
achieving results, are due to over training, 
under training, nutrition, poor training 
techniques, lifting too heavy/light weights. 
Muscular imbalances/unknown injury, poor 
motivation, or simply the wrong training 
type for the individual's goals and/or body 
composition. I could easily say that 70% of 
the time I concluded nutrition was the key 
turning point in their progression goals.. So 
it is a good idea to brush up on last months 
nutrition article folks! 

Okay, so we have established that a training 
programme is another important part of 
your lifestyle that we can adapt accordingly. 
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and utilise for progression 
and positive change. Have 
a think about your goals, 
lifestyle, and motivational 
strengths.
